son th e state department would not 
h esitaie to direct th em to surrender 
th eir ex oouators and req uest offi< era 
of some oth er government to look after 
th e interests of th e United States.

The Rev. Stephen F. Cleveland and 
his wife, who was Ann Neal, daughter 
of a Baltimore merchant, had a large 
family of children. 
Three years after 
Grover was born the family migrated. 
as preachers’ families are wont to do. 
Parson Cleveland became pastor at 
Fayetteville. N. Y.. and later at Clin­ 
ton, N. Y. 
The father died when 
Grover was In his sixteenth year. The 
family home was then and until the 
widow Cleveland died In 1882 at Hol­ 
land Patent, N. Y. 
Grover Cleveland attended academics 
at Fayetteville and Clinton. 
He had 
an early ambition to go through Prince­ 
ton college, but lacked the funds. 
He 
became clerk and later assistant teach 
er In the New York Institution For the 
Blind, New York city. 
Fanny Crosby, the celebrated blind 
hymn writer, was a teacher In the same 
school. 
She and Grover became warm 
friends. 
In her reminiscences Miss 
Crosby writes: 
H e seemed a very gentle but intensely 
am bitious boy. 
Among other very pleas­ 
ant characteristics which I noticed in him 


as a careful, hard­ 
working, but not 
brilliant, 
lawyer. 
He had no pyro­ 
technic, ornamen­ 
tal side.

The Republicans 
nominated 
Charles J. 
Folger, secretary of the 
treasury In President Arthur’s cabinet. 
Mr. Folger was regarded as a partic­ 
ularly strong candidate, yet Cleveland 
was elected governor by a plurality of 
102,854 over Folger and by a clear ma­ 
jority of 151,742 over all the candi­ 
dates. 
Just after he voted on election 
day he wrote to his brother, the Rev 
William Cleveland: 
If mother were alive. I should be w rit­ 
ing to her, and I feel as if it w ere a time 
for me to write to som e one who will be 
lieve w hat I write. • • • I w ill tell you 
first of all others the policy I intend to 
adopt, and that is to m ake the m atter a 
business engagem ent betw een the people 
and m yself, in which the obligation on my 
side is to perform the duties assigned me 
w ith an eye single to the interests of my 
em ployers.

1800 he sent to 
the senate a mes­ 
sage 
relating

British claims in 
Venezuela 
which 
bristled with bull­ 
dog determination 
to insist upon the 
upholding of the 
M onroe doctrine 
even at the cost of war between 
the United States and England. Great 
Britain bad refused to submit to ar­ 
bitration a certain boundary dispute 
with Venezuela. 
President Cleveland 
advised the appointment of a com­ 
mission to determine for itself the 
boundary line between the two coun­ 
tries with a view to enforce an ac­ 
ceptance of this line by Great Brit­ 
ain. The Monroe doctrine having bees 
accepted from the moment of its pro­ 
mulgation by Secretary of State John 
Quincy Adams as si part and parcel of 
sacred American polity, the entire na­ 
tion st(xxl by the* president in his 
plucky stand 
Congress also stood by 
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EX-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND AND HIS SON RICHARD. 


Though Mr. Cleveland never possess­ 
ed in a very appreciable degree that 
quality which we call personal mag­ 
netism, he was undoubtedly the most 
popular American of bis time when he 
began his second term as president. 
When be closed that term and retired 
permanently to private life he was one 
of the most unpopular Americans for 
the time being. 
He had cut loose from 
his {tarty and become that amazingly 
unusual thing—an executive independ­ 
ent of the [towers which made him. 
The great struggle for the maintenance 
of the gold standard against bimetal­ 
lism which signalized the campaign of 
1800 was taking definite shape. 
The 
president set himself obstinately to­ 
ward maintaining the gold standard. 
In the summer of 1803 he called an 
extra session of congress and pushed 
through the repeal of the Sherman act 
of 1890. under which the government 
was required to purchase large quanti­ 
ties of silver bullion 
The Democracy 
at large was amazed and enraged at 
this action, though a very considerable 
portion o f it stood with the president 
on the issue. 
To maintain the gold reserve Presi­ 
dent Cleveland from time to time made 
large issues of government bonds. The 
placing of some of these bonds with 
New York bankers aroused a cyclone 
of adverse criticism 
Mr. Cleveland. 
of course, was in the exact storm cen­ 
ter. 
Several years after his retire­ 
ment Mr. Cleveland wrote a statement 
explaining tin* I Mind sales, defending 
his own course and declaring that he 
recalled these executive acts with the 
greatest satisfaction 


him. 
England drew in ber horns and 
accepted 
the 
situation 
gracefully. 
Grover Cleveland for the time wa* a 
great popular hero. 
However, his de­ 
feat for renominatiou iu 1800, had be 
desired the honor, was a foregone con­ 
clusion. 
Tariff as an issue was tum­ 
bled into that condition which years 
before Mr. Cleveland had described as 
“innocuous desuetude.” The free coin­ 
age of silver was demanded by the 
Democratic majority. 
Mr. Cleveland 
supported the Palmer aud Buckner 
“gold Democratic” ticket. 
When he 
handed over the governmental reins to 
President William McKinley, March 4, 
1807, he stepped out of office forever. 
Mr. Cleveland settled for himself the 
problem as to what to do with an ex- 
presldent 
by 
retiring gracefully 
to 
Princeton, N. J., in the shadow of the 
great university which be as a poor 
boy vainly bad hoped to enter. 
Here 
be built a home and grew old with his 
family of bright young children grow­ 
ing up about bim. 
Two more girls 
and two boys were born. 
During and after bls presidential 
terms the Cleveland fishing and duck 
bunting expeditions supplied much mu 
terial to the press. 
In 1903 Mr. Cleveland was introduc­ 
ed in St. Louis as “the most distin­ 
guished private citizen in the world.” 
By that tim e bis political opponents in 
both of the great parties, generally 
speaking, had com e to look upon him 
as a historical figure, and by the vast 
m ajority of Americans the venerable 
ex-president wa.*- regarded as a true 
patriot, an honest public servant al­ 
an able chic! executive.

Ceremony Will Bo Mark#* by Bxtromo 
Simplicity. 
Princeton, N. J., Ju n e 26.—The fu­ 
neral of Grover Cleveland will be 
m arked by extrem e sim plicity. Al­ 
though twice eleoted president of the 
United States, no pomp nor splendor 
will have s place in th e ceremonies. 
T here will he no bands to play mourn­ 
ful dirges on the way to the Old 
Princeton cemetery, no m ilitary es­ 
cort, no eulogy 
by 
th e officiating 
clergymen. 
The half-m ile of th o r 
oughfare through w hich the cortege 
will pass (rpm “W estland,” the Cleve­ 
land home on Bayard Lana, to the 
oem etery will bo policed by mounted 
troops and bluecoated soldiers, but 
they will be there for police duty and 
as a m easure of precaution In protect­ 
ing the living president, rath er than 
as an element of display in paying 
trib u te to a departed chief executive. 
It has been Mrs. C leveland’s wish 
to avoid anything of a m ilitary nature 
at th* funeral and It was only when 
the necessity of guarding President 
Roosevelt, who Is to be In attendance, 
was home upon her by those In charge 
of the funeral arrangem ents that she 
consented to the presence of troops 
in a police capacity. 
Four clergymen will officiate at the 
house and at the grave. 
They will 
read the burial service from the Pres 
byterian book of common worship, but 
will offer no eulogy.

hy Dr. Henry Van Dyke of Princeton,

Upon the 
pressure of a trigger a javelin Is hurled 
from the nozzle with sufficient force 
to pierce an inch oak plank. By means 
of an automatic recoil attachment the 
javelin is brought back for further 
use, when the trlcger Is again pressed 
In the experiments boards and ca 
davers were used Although the lnstru 
ment was intended for small animala 
It was said by those who witnessed tin 
tests that it possessed ample power for 
the slaughter of larger animals. 
The device is called an air gun. In 
the larger styles intended 
for the 
slaughter of steers the cylinder con 
talnlng the javelin Is mounted upon a 
swivel, as Is the ordinary type of rapid 
fire gun. The operator stands six feet 
away from the animal to be killed 
with the muzzle of the gun projecting 
within three feet of the animal’s head 
Within a short time It is planned to 
have a practical test of the Invention 
at one of the New’ York city abattoirs 
The society Is Interested In devices 
of this kind.
